SHE MAY BE ATTORNEY GENERAU 


Tlie People's Party Korainee In Montana 


Has Seen a Good Deal of Life. 


The spectacle of a female attorney 


general for a big state U among the pos- 
sibilities in Montana. The People's party 
nominee for that office, Miss Ella L. 
Knowies, is the only •woman lawyer in 
the stato. The constitution does not say 
that the attorney general, or any other 
officer for that matter, shall not be a 
woman. It infers as much by speaking 
cf the attorney general as "he" and re- 
ferring to "his duties." But if Miss 
Knowies should by any chance get the 
most votes she will take the office unless 
the highest court in the state or the 
United States says a personal pronoun is 
strong enough to keep her out of it. 


She says so herself. Lawyers of the 


other sex say the same thing or more. 
They say that in the event of such a 
thing as her election there will be no oc- 
casion for a court to pass on the ques- 
tion; in other words, that no %one would 
be bold enough to contest her claims to 
the office. As one of them puts it, "No 
gentleman would make such a contest 
against a woman, and it is to be pre- 
sumed that both the old parties will put 
gentlemen on their tickets." 


The nomination of Miss Knowies was 


not made without consulting her. The 
leaders of the People's party asked her 
if she wotild ran if nominated. She said 
she would. They nominated her and 
she accepted. Now she says she is in 
the fight to win. "I will canvass this 
whole state," she says. 


The People's party candidate for attor- 


ney general of Montana was born in 
Northwood, Rockingham county, N. H., 
ana is the daughter of David and Louisa 
Knowies. 
Her father still resides on 


the old homestead in New Hampshire, 
in what is known as the Knowies d 
trict. 
Her mother died when Miss 


Knowlos was fourteen years of age. 
Miss Knowies was graduated from the 
Northwood seminary at the age of fif- 
teen, and one year later from the New 
Hampshire State Normal school. After- 
ward she \veiit to Batea,' college, Lewis- 
ton, Me., from which she was graduated 
in the class of '84 with high honors, re- 
ceiving tho degree of A. B, 


Four years later ]3ates college con- 


ferred on her the degreo of A. M. When 
she entered Bates college there were 
only four other girl students there. The 
prejudice against admitting female stu- 
dents was stilj strong at the college, but 
not so strong aa it had been some years 
before, when the only girl there was 
forced to leave because the boys decided 
to strike in a body unless she did. So 
Miss Knowies has gone through all the 
various degrees of ostracism which at 
tend tho efforts of women to make theii 
way in fields which the men had been in 
tho habit of considering peculiarly their 
own. 


Not only did she do this at school, but 
he had to go through the eame ordeal 
b eio when she hung out her sign. Still 
she is not a man hater. It is also to be 
noted that during her time at Bates col- 
lege sho was the only woman in a party 
of eight who took part in a political de- 
bate, and she carried off the prize. 


In 1805 Miss Knowies commenced tho 


study of law in the office of Durham <Xj 
Brown, iu Manchester, N. H. She prose- 
cuted her studies there about a year, 
when on account of ill health she came 
west and took^the chair of elocution and 
Latin iu an Iowa college. Being advised 
by physicians to go among the moun- 
tains, she came to Helena in the fall of 
1887. 
She taught one year in the Cen- 


tral school here and then resumed the 
study of lav/. There was considerable 
prejudice against allowing her to prac- 
tice. So she went to work among the 
members of the last territorial legisla- 
ture, that of 1888-0, and had a bill intro- 
duced and passed to admit women to 
practice law. She was admitted to the 
bar Dec. 1, 1890,—Helena (Mon.) Inde- 
pendent.

South Riverside and was turned over to 
Sheriff Seymour. 


There has been considerable trouble be- 


tween tba Wall and Walters families ove'r 
disputed water rights and the court pro- 
ceedings resulted in favor of Wall. 


About a week ago Mr. Wall was accosted 


by two masted men while driving through 
the canyon and warned to leave the coun- 
try. He thought lightly of the matter at 
the time but now believes the murder bad 
been*deliberately planned.

which 32 lives were sacrificed. These 
are the principal disasters of the yeai 
thus far, and they involve an aggregate 
of 900 lives. Adding to this total the 
sum of losses by minor accidents we 
have the following sad and tmnsual 
record: By fire, 876; by drowning, 1,364| 
by explosions, 818; by falling struc- 
tures of various kinds, 267; by mine dis- 
asters, 308; by windstorms, 340, and by 
lightning, 12P. Grand total, 3,588. 


The total loss of life by these causes 


during the whole of last year—and 1891 
was one of the most "destructive years 
on record—was 5,762.—Chicago Tribune.

A Bad Tear for Railroad Building. 
From the returns now received at this 


office, collected with unusual care and 
thoroughness, we find that during the 
six month3 from Jan. 1 to July 1 there 
have bten laid in the United States 
1,866 miles of new main track on 110 
lines in thirty-five of the states and 
territories. Last year at this time we 
found that 1,728 miles of track had been 
laid, BO that it would appear that there 
has thus far been a falling off of over 25 
per cent, compared with the same 
period of 1891. 
But a review of the

falling off for the entire year will be in 
any such proportion. Last year showed 
the smallest aggregate of track laying, 
4,200 miles, that hag been reported in

Treatment for Overheated Horses. 
Dr. Ztiill says he believes that in most 


cases horses are exhausted from brutal 
indifference on tho part of the driver 
more than from ignorance. On hot daj'S 
he says horses should be watered at short 
intervals with all the water they wil1 
drink, and their heads frequently batlieci 
with cold water. If the horse appears 
to bo much exhausted fifteen or twenty 
mhmtes' rest in a shady place will often 
afford sufficient relief. If at the end of 
this lime evidence of exhaustion con- 
tinues, nothing will give more prompt 
or efficient relief than to bathe the en- 
tire body with water. In more extreme 
cases, when the exhaustion is complete, 
the animal must be secured so as to pre- 
vent him from injuring himself until h^ 
can be removed in an ambulance, and 
in tho meantime ice should be applied 
to his head" and ice water to his body to 
reduce the temperature. Stimulants in 
the form of alcohol are indicated, but 
shoxild bo used with the greatest care, 
and always under the supervision of a 
veterinary surgeon.—Philadelphia Led 
ger. 


Relief Map of New Tort State.
